The  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  has 
achieved  another  notable  triumph 
over  the  DHSS  on  behalf  of 
contractors.  At  least,  it  has  so  long  as  the  DHSS 
agrees  to  be  bound  by  the  Pharmacists'  Review 
Panel's  recommendation  that,  until  alternative 
arrangements  are  negotiated,  the  contractors 
should  continue  to  make  the  same  profit  on  NHS 
dispensing  —  not  have  the  margin  halved  as  the 
DHSS  has  wanted.  However,  whether  those  same 
contractors  will  support  the  PSNC  decision  to 
back  generic  substitution  in  order  to  reduce  the 
drugs  bill,  is  another  matter. 

A  switch  to  generics  implies  a  downward 
spiral  for  net  ingredient  costs  and,  because  on- 
cost is  a  direct  relation,  a  loss  of  the  pharmacist's 
traditional  pet  "hedge  against  inflation."  PSNC's 
chief  executive  Alan  Smith  points  out  that  such  a 
switch  would  not  affect  the  global  sum 
significantly.  And  in  any  case,  in  a  particular 
year  on-cost  scales  could  be  increased  to 
compensate.  But  pharmacist's  have  always  been 
jealous  of  the  on-cost  element  of  the  contract 
which  "overheats"  the  balance  sheet  as 
ingredients  costs  soar.  This  year  LPCs  agreed  to 
move  away  from  a  reliance  on  on-cost  in  the 
charter  proposals,  only  if  annual  negotiations 
take  place  under  the  direction  of  a  review  body 
and  the  fee  is  related  to  treatment  period. 
An  interested  observer  might  believe  that 


most  ABPI  members  will  despair  at  PSNC's 
substitution  proposal  and  that  generic 
manufacturers  will  be  happy. 

But  what  if  PSNC  is  pointing  the  way  to  the 
inevitable  and  generic  substitution  becomes  the 
norm?  Would  the  research-led  pharmaceutical 
industry  give  in  to  the  generic  factory  line? 

Pharmacists  will  know  of  instances  where 
manufacturers  of  branded  OTC  medicines  have 
met  generic  competition  head  on  when  the  drug 
is  widely  prescribed.  The  deals  offered  have 
enabled  the  pharmacist  to  dispense  the  brand 
with  equanimity,  safe  m  the  knowledge  that  the 
patient  is  getting  the  original  branded  product  at 
a  price  he  and  the  taxpayer  can  afford. 
Bioavailability  and  therapeutic  equivalence  are 
assured.  No  one  would  complain  if  the  brand  was 
substituted  for  the  generic  on  POM  prescriptions 
because  the  manufacturer  had  decided  to 
maintain  market  share  by  taking  less  profit. 

SDP  leader  David  Owen  said  this  week  that 
concentrating  on  marketing  brand  names  and 
not  supplying  cheaper  drugs  will  not  last.  If  so 
and  brand  manufacturers  compete  with  generic 
producers  on  price  and  are  rewarded,  as  he  and 
others  have  suggested,  with  better  patent 
protection  for  the  new  drugs,  then  the  brave 
innovator  will  flourish.  And  the 
generic  manufacturers  could 
become  a  pale  reflection  of  his 
former  self. 
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Panel  rejects  DHSS 
profit  margin  cut 

The  Pharmacists'  Review  Panel  has  rejected  a  DHSS 
submission  that  profit  margins  paid  to  contractors  be  halved  to 
give  a  balance  sheet  saving  of  approximately  £56m  for  1984 
and  1985.  And  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  has  come  out  in  favour  of  generic  substitution  as  a 
means  of  cutting  the  drug  bill  also  suggesting  further  savings 
could  be  made  if  some  of  the  £200m  of  GSL  and  P  products 
dispensed  annually  were  sold  over  the  counter  instead. 


The  review  panel  has  recommended 
that  the  rate  of  interest  payable  on  capital 
employed  should  remain  at  2lA  per  cent 
above  bank  base  rate,  and  that  the  current 
2  per  cent  pure  profit  figure  should  stand 
until  alternative  arrangements  are 
negotiated,  or  until  the  end  of  1985, 
whichever  is  the  earlier. 

The  DHSS  has  yet  to  accept  the  panel's 
recommendation,  but  PSNC  chairman 
David  Sharpe  says  he  expects  it  to  do  so. 
Both  parties  have  always  accepted  the 
panel's  findings  even  though  it  does  not 
arbitrate  in  the  legal  sense. 

Mr  Sharpe  says  this  is  the  fourth  time 
an  independent  panel  has  found  in  favour 
of  PSNC.  The  first  time  was  when  the 
Frank's  Panel  established  the  original 
profit  formula.  The  next  three  were  review 
panel  decisions;  two  rejecting  DHSS 
submissions  to  reduce  the  profit  margin 
and  the  other  awarding  property  costs 
above  the  Department's  preferred  level. 

"This  particular  triumph  for  PSNC 
stems  from  the  written  submissions 
prepared  by  chief  executive  Alan  Smith 
and  financial  executive  Mike  Brining 
which  successfully  countered  arguments 
put  forward  by  the  DHSS." 

PSNC  policy  is  now  that  pharmacist 
contractors  should  be  able  to  substitute 
generics  for  proprietary  medicines 
following  a  decision  taken  at  this  month's 
Committee  meeting.  Products  to  be 
substituted  should  have  the  same 
bioavailability  and  be  therapeutically 
eguivalent  to  the  brand,  PSNC  says,  and 
be  made  by  a  "suitable"  manufacturer. 
Approved  listings  would  be  issued. 

The  Committee  feels  it  is  well  within 
the  powers  of  the  profession  to  give  guality 
assurance  so  drug  savings  can  be  made 
without  detriment  to  the  patient. 

Nor  will  the  pharmacist  contractor 
suffer  financial  detriment.  Alan  Smith  says 
the  global  sum  will  only  be  reduced 
marginally  because  capital  employed  will 
be  reduced.  Any  loss  will  be  more  than 
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compensated  by  the  fact  that  price 
increases  for  generic  drugs  are  paid  on 
script  —  within  a  month  —  whereas 
pharmacists  have  to  wait  eight  weeks  for 
proprietary  increases  to  be  passed  on. 

Alan  Smith  points  out  that  reliance  on 
on-cost  is  expected  to  be  much  reduced  if 
PSNC's  Charter  proposals  are  accepted. 
But  David  Sharpe  says  this  generic 
substitution  proposal,  although  it  can  cut 
the  drugs  bill,  has  not  been  put  forward  as 
a  quid  pro  quo  in  relation  to  the  charter 
discussions. 

PSNC  suggests  that  patent  life  for  new 
products  could  be  extended  to  around  25 
years  or  could  run  from  the  date  of 
marketing.  Savings  on  the  drugs  bill  could 
also  be  made  if  more  people  visited 
pharmacists  for  counter-prescriptions  for 
minor  ailments  or  if  doctors  recommended 
purchase  from  a  pharmacy  rather  than 
through  prescription.  "Pharmacists  are 
getting  this  business  anyway  —  the  saving 
will  be  made  by  the  NHS,"  David  Sharpe 
says. 

In  any  case,  under  the  present 
Pharmaceutical  Price  Regulation  Scheme, 
if  manufacturers  do  not  make  the  allowed 
21  per  cent  return  on  capital  invested 
because  generics  are  prescribed  instead 
of  their  branded  drugs,  they  can  increase 
the  price  of  other  products  to  compensate. 
However,  PSNC  points  out  the  PPRS  is 
under  review. 

If  pharmaceutical  services  are  to  be 
expanded  they  need  to  give  the  best  value 
for  money  possible  and  be  self-funding," 
says  Alan  Smith. 

A  PSNC  survey  of  150,000  scripts  has 
shown  that  22  per  cent  of  all  items 
prescribed  annually  are  for  P  and  GSL 
medicines  accounting  for  around  £200m 
of  the  £1, 200m  drugs  bill. 

David  Sharpe  says  the  charter 
negotiations  with  the  Department  are 
proving  fruitful.  "Measured  progress  is 
being  made."  However,  PSNC  does  not 
expect  to  call  conference  of  local 


pharmaceutical  committee  representatives 

to  consider  the  new  charter  agreement 

until  Autumn  1985. 

Oxygen.  David  Sharpe  says  PSNC  is 

pleased  community  pharmacists  are  to 

continue  supplying  oxygen  cylinders  to 

patients. 

And  he  is  confident  that  when  the 
Department  releases  details  of  the  regions 
to  be  covered  by  concentrator  contractors, 
PSNC  in  association  with  a  manufacturer, 
can  put  in  a  more  competitive  tender  than 
any  other  organisation. 
Discounts.  PSNC  is  to  ask  the  Department 
to  monitor  discounts  given  to  contractors 
by  wholesalers  in  between  the  four-year 
inquiries.  All  other  charges  are  so 
monitored  and  two  major  wholesalers  have 
recently  reduced  discounts. 
PI  endorsement.  PSNC  says  it  expects  the 
scheme  to  be  introduced  within  a  matter  of 
weeks.  Though  it  approves  of  PI  discounts 
being  recovered  from  individual 
contractors  rather  than  globally,  it  expects 
generics  to  be  excluded  from  the  scheme 
because  prices  in  the  Drug  Tariff  "S"  list 
already  reflect  discounts  and  are  changed 
monthly  by  negotiation. 
Drug  Tariff  1984.  PSNC  says  this  should  be 
published  either  in  mid-December  or  by 
lanuary  1,  1985.  It  will  contain  prices  for 
colostomy,  urinary  drainage  and 
incontinence  appliances  updated  monthly 
by  a  supplement. 

Contractors  will  no  longer  be  paid  on 
manufacturer's  invoice. 


Eligible  merchants 
fight  shy 

Three  courses  to  train  "eligible 
persons"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
pending  code  of  practice  for 
merchants  selling  animal 
medicines  have  been  postponed 
because  of  lack  of  applicants. 

So  far  two  courses  in  England  and 
Scotland  have  been  run  and  seven 
candidates  have  qualified;  ten  more  are 
about  to  sit  exams. 

Mr  Dennis  Papworth,  secretary  of  the 
education  and  publicity  subcommittee  of 
the  Animal  Health  Trade  Association 
Group  told  C&D  the  reason  for  the  lack  of 
numbers  was  probably  because 
companies  were  waiting  to  see  what  the 
new  legislation  holds  before  committing 
staff  to  courses. 

However,  more  courses  will  be  running 
next  year  and  Mr  Papworth  hopes  to  visit 
Northern  Ireland  before  Christmas  to 
discuss  the  possibility  of  setting  up  courses 
in  the  Province. 
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Thumbs  up  for 
industry  from 
ABPI  survey 

Four  out  of  five  people  have  a 
favourable  view  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry,  according 
to  an  ABPI  survey.  Doctors  and 
pharmacists  interviewed  also  give 
the  industry  the  thumbs  up. 
describing  it  as  successful  and 
innovative. 

Eighty  per  cent  of  the  public  want 
more  information  on  prescribed 
medicines,  citing  the  family  doctor  as  the 
most  popular  potential  source. 

"The  recent,  pronounced  shift  —  from 
50  per  cent  in  1980  —  in  favour  of  more 
patient  information  was  one  of  the  most 
significant  findings  of  the  survey,"  says  ABPI. 

Family  GPs  were  sympathetic  to  the 
idea  of  generic  prescribing  as  a  way  of 
saving  NHS  money,  but  two-thirds  oppose 
generic  substitution  by  the  pharmacist. 
The  general  public  agree.  Most  find 
generic  prescribing  acceptable,  but  —  on 
having  the  concept  explained  to  them  — 
come  out  against  substitution. 

Other  health  care  workers,  including 
retail  and  hospital  pharmacists,  saw 
generic  substitution  as  an  acceptable 
move.  This  group  also  emerge  in  favour  of 
parallel  importing  as  a  potential  money- 
saver,  although  some  fears  were  expressed 
on  quality  and  safety. 

Two-thirds  of  those  surveyed  among 
doctors  and  the  public  were  firmly  against 
parallel  importing. 

Seventy-four  per  cent  of  GPs  said  they 
were  satisfied  with  the  industry's  research 
activities,  65  per  cent  were  happy  with  the 
level  of  information  supplied  by  drug  reps, 
and  over  90  per  cent  supported  the  range 
of  medicines  available. 

However,  70  per  cent  of  doctors 
describe  promotion  of  medicines  as 
"excessive".  The  average  GP  thinks  around 
22  per  cent  of  NHS  expenditure  goes  on 
drugs,  while  the  ABPI  say  the  actual  figure 
is  below  10  per  cent.  The  public  at  large 
also  overestimated  drug  spending  in  the 
NHS,  putting  it  at  around  35  per  cent. 

Doctors  believed  some  categories  of 
drugs,  such  as  antibiotics  and  cough 
preparations  to  be  "particularly  over- 
prescribed"  at  the  moment,  although  they 
also  felt  bronchodilators  and  anti- 
asthmatics to  be  under-used. 

Nearly  half  the  GPs  contacted  thought 
medicine  prices  were  too  high,  but  40  per 
cent  say  they  know  nothing  about 
Government  moves  to  control  pricing.

"But  darling  you  must  have  read  it  twenty  times  already." 


Nationalisation  of  the  drug  industry  is 
strongly  opposed  by  doctors  and  other 
health  care  professionals.  But  a  quarter  of 
the  public  likes  the  idea  of  nationalising  at 
least  one  or  two  companies. 

Pharmacists  and  nurses  also  felt 
competition  was,  on  balance,  healthy  for 
the  industry,  although  they  thought  there 
were  too  many  "me-too"  medicines 
around.  It  was  widely  felt  that  restricted 
drug  formularies  would  save  money. 

The  ABPI  also  talked  to  a  group  of 
"opinion  formers"  —  principally 
politicians  and  journalists.  Here  the 
industry  emerges  as  basically  sound, 
although  again  with  too  many  "me  toos"  on 
offer.  This  group  was  also  keen  to  improve 
safety  and  compensation  procedures. 

Nine  out  of  ten  people  accept  the  need 
to  use  animals  in  testing  or  developing  new 
medicines. 

In  preparing  the  survey,  the  ABPI 
interviewed  420  members  of  the  public 
and  20  GPs  ,  held  group  discussions  with 
other  healthcare  professionals  and  talked 
to  25  influential  public  figures. 

"What  this  survey's  done  is  to  focus  on 
several  areas  where  we  need  to  get  our  act 
together,"  says  ABPI  director  Dr  lohn 
Griffin. 

"Almost  half  the  public  say  pre-launch 
checks  are  inadequate,  and  60  per  cent 
think  post  launch  checks  are  too  weak.  Yet 
80  per  cent  admit  they  have  no 
understanding  of  the  UK  safety  system!  I 
find  this  combination  of  concern  and  lack 
of  information  very  worrying. 

"On  the  pricing  of  drugs,  peoples' 
criticisms  are  again  based  on  false 
assumptions. 

"Our  opinion-formers  group  thought 
the  industry  had  a  good  case  to  put,  but 
wasn't  getting  the  message  across  in  an 
interesting  or  inspiring  way. 

"On  the  whole,  though,  I  find  the 
results  quite  encouraging". 


GFs  micros  help 
script  monitoring 

Doctors  expect  microcomputers  to 
improve  their  monitoring  of  repeat 
prescriptions  according  to  an 
interim  report  published  this  week 
on  the  Government  sponsored 
"Micros  for  GPs"  scheme,  launched 
in  1982. 

So  far  140  practices  have  installed 
computers  under  the  scheme.  The  systems 
are  designed  to  help  with  patient 
registration,  issuing  repeat  prescriptions 
and  recall  and  screening  of  patients.

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TMe-too'  profits 
stifle  research 
says  Owen 

The  marketing  climate  for 
pharmaceuticals  over  the  past  10  to 
15  years  has  hindered  innovative 
research,  says  David  Owen.  It  has 
been  too  easy  for  companies  to 
make  handsome  profits  from  the 
development  of  "me-too"  drugs 
concentrated  in  narrow  areas. 

"The  reliance  of  some  companies  on 
the  sale  of  their  older  drugs,  protected  by 
brand-name  prescribing  but  long  out-of- 
patent,  has  provided  them  with  a  spurious 
form  of  protection  against  competition 
which  has  not  been  in  the  long  term 
interests  of  either  the  industry  or  the 
community." 

Dr  Owen,  speaking  after  dinner  at  the 
Office  of  Health  Economics  conference, 
"Pharmaceuticals  among  the  sunrise 
industries",  said  that  brand  name 
protection  of  out-of-patent  products,  and 
reimbursement  on  expensive  "me-too" 
drugs,  would  be  among  the  first  casualties 
throughout  the  developed  and  developing 
world.  He  had  said  earlier  that 
concentrating  on  marketing  brand  names 


VATs  going  on? 

A  new  lower  rate  of  VAT  is  being 
considered  for  a  range  of  currently  exempt 
goods  including  "drugs",  according  to  an 
article  in  last  week's  Observer.  The 
suggestion  is  dismissed  as  "pure 
speculation"  by  both  Customs  and  Excise 


and  not  supplying  cheaper  generic  drugs 
would  not  last. 

"But  the  loss  of  brand  name  protection 
for  out-of-patent  products  should  not  mean 
pharmaceutical  innovation  goes 
unrewarded.  I  believe  the  patent  lives  of 
novel  pharmaceutical  products  should  be 
determined  from  the  date  of  first 
marketing,  rather  than  the  date  of  filing." 

Dr  Owen  said  such  a  move  was 
compatible  with  existing  international 
agreements  on  patents,  and  was  a  measure 
the  government  should  enact  with  speed. 
"It  would  certainly  be  the  logical  and  fair 
offset  to  curbing  brand  name  prescribing 
by  GPs  and  putting  the  emphasis  on 
generics." 

Dr  Owen  said  the  Pharmaceutical 
Price  Regulation  Scheme  was  a  profit 
control  system,  and  only  indirectly  a 
method  of  price  restraint.  It  was  a 
secretive,  corporatist  device  which  also 
inhibited  innovation  since  it  cocooned  the 
industry  from  competition.  And  it  allowed 
prices  to  rise  to  offset  the  lost  profit  both 
from  generic  prescribing  and  parallel 
importing. 

"There  is  a  strong  case  for  believing  the 
real  interests  of  innovation  and  research  in 
pharmaceuticals  would  be  better  served 
by  a  system  of  national  price  competition 
with  reasonable  patent  protection  so  that 
profits  go  to  those  who  make  the  real 
breakthroughs  in  therapeutics,"  Dr  Owen 
said.  This  would  mean  the  NHS  and  its 


and  the  ABPI. 

The  Observer  said  that  newspapers, 
books,  drugs,  rent  and  transport  fares 
could  be  taxed  at  a  rate  of  5  per  cent.

suppliers,  the  companies,  negotiating 
prices  drug  by  drug  just  as  buyers  and 
sellers  do  for  different  products  in  other 
public  industries. 

Sanjaya  Lall  from  Oxford  University, 
speaking  at  a  conference  session  said  that, 
in  the  Third  World,  innovative  new  drugs 
sold  to  private  markets  should  be  left  to 
normal  pricing  practices  of  the  firms,  with 
prices  set  in  relation  to  the  therapeutic 
benefits  offered  and  reduced  over  time  as 
competitors  emerge.  New  drugs  used 
widely  in  public  health  programmes, 
especially  in  primary  health  care  in  poor 
rural  areas,  should  be  priced  lower,  with 
appropriate  levels  set  by  negotiations 
between  the  companies  and  authorities. 

"Established  drugs,  for  which  multiple 
sources  exist,  should  compete  vigorously 
in  the  kind  of  generic  market  which  is 
emerging  in  the  US",  said  Mr  Lall. 

The  drive  to  limit  the  supply  of 
medicines  to  so-called  "essential"  drugs 
would  cause  extra  suffering  and  might 
lead  to  avoidable  deaths  among  patients, 
said  Peter  Cunliffe,  chairman  of  ICI's 
pharmaceutical  division.  He  was  referring 
to  the  World  Health  Organisation's  list  of 
200  "essential  drugs"  and  to  pressure  both 
from  governments  and  consumer 
associations  in  favour  of  "generic 
prescribing". 

"Generics  are  attractive  to  those  who 
confuse  price  with  value,  who  are  willing 
to  let  the  future  go  hang",  he  said.

A  simpler  form  of  updating  has  been 
introduced  for  the  Chemist  &  Druggist 
Price  Service.

Kodak  POS 
data  trials 

Kodak  have  begun  trade  trials  of  a 
point-of-sale  computer  system 
designed  to  help  photographic 
stockists  manage  their  businesses. 

The  system,  currently  on  trial  in  two 
outlets,  uses  numerical  codes  attached  to 
goods  in  the  same  way  as  price  stickers. 

The  hardware  comprises  a 
programmable  cash  register,  micro- 
computer and  a  printer. 

"The  data  captured  at  the  till  can  later 
be  analysed  for  stock  control  purposes" 
say  Kodak.  "Systems  software  will  also 
make  possible  sales  and  accounts  analysis. 

Kodak  are  well  into  a  programme  of 
bar-coding  all  their  amateur  products. 


NI  statistics 

In  July,  chemists  and  appliance  suppliers 
in  Northern  Ireland,  dispensed  1,061,746 
prescriptions  (651,291  forms)  at  a  gross 
cost  of  £5,231,827.28  with  an  average  cost 
of  £4.93  each. 


Two  into  one? 


One  of  the  most  fascinating  developments 
in  contractual  pharmacy  is  taking  place  in 
Highcliffe,  Bournemouth  where  a 
pharmacist,  Mike  Reynolds,  is  considering 
taking  legal  proceedings  against  the 
Dorset  Family  Practitioner  Committee  for 
refusing  to  grant  him  two  separate 
dispensing  contracts.  On  making  inguiries 
to  the  editor  about  this  I  learn  that  Mike 
Reynolds  runs  a  pharmacy  next  door  to  a 
busy  surgery.  When  the  doctors  went  over 
to  computer  control  of  repeat 
prescriptions,  they  standardised  on  two- 
monthly  supplies,  which  meant  that  the 
number  of  scripts  dropped,  and  the  fees 
with  them,  although  the  volume  and  cost  of 
drugs  remained  the  same.  A  loss  to  him  of 
£1,000  a  month! 

To  offest  this  he  divided  his  shop  in  two, 
registered  the  new  part  with  the  Society  as 
an  additional  set  of  premises,  which  were 
then  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Health.  The  idea  being  to  pick  up  the 
losses  by  increased  on-cost  and  allowances 
gained  from  dividing  the  script  business 
into  two  contracts.  Now  all  this  verges  into 
the  area  best  described  as  "clever  clogs 
stuff",  although  it  is  designed  I  suspect,  to 
show  up  the  anomolies  in  the  contract 
which  allows  our  earnings  to  be  drastically 
affected,  even  though  the  number  of 
patients  served  and  the  cost  of  drugs 
dispensed  remains  the  same. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  reason  given  by 
the  Dorset  administrator  Mr  Knighton  for 
not  allowing  a  separate  contract  is 
rivetting.  He  bases  the  FPC  refusal  to 
grant  a  separate  contract  on  the 
statement:"  These  pharmacies  would  be 
carrying  on  business  together,  rather  than 
as  separate  entities,  they  should  therefore 
be  regarded  as  a  single  place  of  business" 

This  decision  he  justified,  by  quoting 
clause  2A  of  the  Drug  Tariff.  I  repeat  an 
extract  from  last  week's  C&D:  Mr  Knighton 
said:  "The  net  effect  of  treating  the 
pharmacies  as  one  place  of  business  is  that 
total  remuneration  will  be  substantially  less 
than  if  the  same  volume  were  split  between 
two  places  of  business." 

So  what's  rivetting  about  that?  To  those 
of  you  who  have  dealings  with  dispensing 
doctors  or  negotiations  concerning  them, 
it  has  always  been  stated  that  they  receive 
payment  under  exactly  the  same  Drug 
Tariff  terms  as  pharmacists.  But  my 
understanding  is  that  payments  made  for 
dispensing  by  doctors  are  calculated  on 
the  basis  that  they  each  separately  operate 
from  their  own  individual  dispensary,  and 
that  they  are  paid  as  if  that  were  so. 

If  what  the  administrator  of  Dorset  says 
is  correct,  it  must  follow  that,  in  any  GP 


dispensing  practice  the  dispensing,  where 
there  are  partners,  should  be  treated  in  the 
same  way  as  Mr  Reynolds.  They  should  be 
lumped  together  as  one,  so  far  as  total 
prices,  discount  and  on-cost  are 
concerned,  with  the  payment  to  the 
individuals  being  divided  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  scripts  written.  (Incidentally 
should  the  number  of  items  per  patient  per 
year  becomes  significantly  higher  than  in 
non-dispensing  practices  —  say  by 
anything  over  10  per  cent  so  as  to  increase 
the  number  of  fees  etc  —  then  would  not 
the  DHSS  and  FPC  demand  immediate 
reduction  to  the  norm?)  And  since  we 
know  and  can  prove  that  the  dispensing 
and  the  purchase  of  drugs  by  these 
practices  is  conducted  from  one 
dispensary,  generally  by  one  or  two 
unqualified  "dispensers",  the  payment  of 
doctors  as  individual  separate  dispensing 
practices  is  contrary  to  the  regulations. 


Sticks  like...  

You  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  Unichem's 
Unibond  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
adhesives  of  the  same  name.  All  except  a 
Mr  P.J.  Hanger,  a  shareholder  member  of 
Unichem  who  seems  rather  upset  by  the 
scheme. 

I'm  not  sure  that  Unichem's  past 
members  exert  enough  influence  on  the 
day  to  day  running  of  the  company.  But  if 
enough  members  attend  the  annual 
general  meeting,  and  voice  objections  to 
the  distribution  of  the  retained  profits 
made  from  past  trading  with  existing 
members,  they  will  surely  have  to  be 
heard,  since  those  dividends  belong  to 
them.  But  isn't  it  surprising  how  a  man  with 
a  perfectly  valid  case  can  almost  destroy  it 
by  such  statements  as,  "The  excess  millions 
should  not  have  been  allowed  to 
accumulate".  Amazing. 


Hit  man! 

Some  of  our  chaps,  out  there  in  darkest 
Peckham  High,  are  getting  the  rough  end 
of  the  stick  or  bottle.  I  feel  dead  sorry  for 
Mr  Gordon  Mackenzie,  who  ended  up 
getting  a  serious  head  wound  because  he 
went  about  dealing  with  a  forged  script  the 
proper  way,  by  calling  in  the  police,  to 
catch  the  miscreant.  It  must  be  a  comfort 
for  him  to  know  the  police  are  grateful, 
though  I  can  almost  hear  him  say  "I  am 
beginning  to  think  it  might  not  be  worth  it." 
But  look  on  the  bright  side,  one  good  thing 
come  out  of  this.  The  police  suggest  it 
would  be  much  easier  to  trace  forged 
prescriptions  if  they  were  printed  with 
serial  numbers.  Like:  Forgery  no  1, 
forgery  no  2...?

W.B.  Rhodes  in  C&D  last  week,  giving  his 
views  on  advertising  carried  in  your 
publication  mentioning  Benyhn  along  with 
several  other  brands. 

The  Benylm  advertisement  to  which  Mr 
Rhodes  referred  was  in  fact  one  in  a  series 
of  corporate  advertisements  which  has 
been  running  for  some  12  weeks.  The 
overall  campaign  objective  is  to  establish 
our  wide  range  of  important  products 
under  the  Warner-Lambert  Health  Care 
name.  In  this  context  the  advertisement 
sought  to  link  the  extremely  high 
perception  of  Benylin  held  by  pharmacists 
with  our  relatively  new  sales  and 
marketing  organisation. 

Mr  Rhodes'  point  that  good  reasons 
have  to  be  given  if  pharmacists  are  to  be 
expected  to  support  specific  products  is 
most  valid.  I  would  refer  him  to  the  new 
advertising  campaign  for  Benylin 
expectorant  which  first  appeared  in  C&D 
on  October  13  giving  a  summary  of  a 
recent  clinical  trial  whereby  Benylin 
expectorant  was  proved  superior  to  a 
tnprolidine  formulation,  and  assure  him 
that  we  do  aim  to  give  information  which  is 
of  interest  to  pharmacists  in  our 
advertisements.

•..vocalising  on 
advertising... 

The  letter  from  W.B.  Rhodes,  C&D, 
October  20,  raises  the  perennial  problem 
which  has  always  beset  the  manufacturer 
of  medicinal  products.  How  much 
technical  information  is  needed,  or 
indeed,  expected  from  the  advertisements 
of  OTC  products  in  a  trade  journal  as 
opposed  to  a  scientific  or  technical 
publication? 

Long  association  with  the 
pharmaceutical  Press  (I  started  my  career 
as  office-boy  on  C&D  in  1948.)  has  led  me 
to  believe  that  the  success  of  C&D  and  its 
longevity  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  trade 
publication  bringing  to  the  profession 
eminently  readable,  up  to  date  information 
relating  to  the  commercial  side  of 
pha  rmacy  in  addition  to  its  comprehensive 
coverage  of  professional  news,  legislation 
and  technical  articles.  This  is  why,  I 
believe,  subscribers  are  prepared  to  pay 
their  subscriptions.  Obviously  as 
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advertisers  we  are  soliciting  the  support  of 
the  profession,  but  we  are  also  informing 
pharmacists  of  our  promotional  activities 
in  order  that  they  may  be  aware  of  the 
possibility  of  demand  and  take  cognizance 
of  this  activity  to  our  mutual,  commercial 
benefit. 

With  our  Sure  Shield  promotion  for 
Vocalzones  and  iodised  throat  tablets  we 
started  our  campaign  with  an  insert  in 
C&D  which  did  indeed  give  details  of 
formulation.  We,  and  all  other  holders  of 
product  licences  are  required  to  give 
technical  details  in  our  licence 
submissions  and,  with  all  other  advertisers, 
will  gladly  supply  data  sheets  on  request. 
Technical  details  of  OTC  products  are 
published  in  Martmdale. 

I  notice  that  of  the  11  medicinal 
preparations  advertised  in  last  week's  issue 
only  three  gave  technical  information,  but 
of  course  all  are  detailed  in  Martindale,  as 
indeed  is  the  case  with  the  advertisements 
mentioned  by  Mr  Rhodes. 

Have  we  advertisers  got  it  wrong?,  or  is 
your  correspondent  out  of  step  with  the 
general  view  of  pharmacists,  which  is  I 
believe,  that  in  a  real  competitive  world  the 
profession  has  to  combine  commercial 
skills  with  professional  ability  and 
integrity,  however  one  might  deprecate 
this  necessity.

...telling  trade 

At  first  sight  the  criticism  of  Mr  W.B. 
Rhodes  (C&D  last  week)  on  the  subject  of 
advertisements  to  pharmacists  may  appear 
to  be  justified.  However,  on  examination  it 
will  be  seen  that  our  advertisement  for 
Propain  was  in  fact  "a  trade 
announcement",  the  purpose  of  which  was 
to  alert  the  retail  pharmacist  to  the 
availability  of  a  seasonally  appropriate 
treatment  and  to  stock  and  display  product 
to  satisfy  his  customers'  demands. 

The  inclusion  of  constituents  and 
quantities  seemed  quite  unnecessary  in 
such  an  announcement.  However,  our 
medical  representatives  take  great  pains  to 
present  fully  the  technical  and  medical 
facts  during  their  personal  visits  to 
pharmacies.  If  such  information  is  really 
thought  to  be  necessary  in  future  we  will 
certainly  consider  preparing  a  more 
comprehensive  text  for  our  trade 
announcements.  We  will  take  heed  of 
guidance  by  the  pharmacy  profession.

Mrs  Montgomery's 
Diary 


On  November  13  the  Scottish  Depart- 
ment of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
celebrates  100  years  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh.  Chairman  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive, Mrs  Betty  Montgomery,  here 
highlights  some  of  the  functions  of 
that  committee  as  she  opens  her 
diary  for  the  first  five  months  in  office. 

My  first  few  months  as  chairman  of  an 
Executive  preparing  for  the  centenary  of  36 
York  Place  have  not  been  normal,  and 
luckily  happen  only  once  a  century. 

On  June  1983  a  centenary  committee 
was  set  up  to  prepare  proposals  for 
celebrations  to  mark  the  event.  By  October 
1983,  research  in  Pharmaceutical  Journals 
and  minutes  supplied  details  of  the  dinner 
and  conversazione  held  at  the  opening  in 
1884.  The  dinner,  including  the  12  after 
dinner  speeches  plus  replies,  is  being 
replaced  by  a  more  modest  Council  and 
Executive  dinner  for  a  few  guests.  The 
conversazione  had  to  be  held  in  York  Place. 
So  numbers  able  to  attend  this  joint  birthday 
party,  unfortunately,  had  to  be  restricted  to 
200  pharmacists  with  declared  York  Place 
connections. 

Exhibition 

An  exhibition  of  pharmacy  in  1884  is  being 
staged  throughout  the  building  during  the 
week,  together  with  a  series  of  daytime  and 
evening  meetings. 

As  chairman,  my  job  has  been  to  elicit 
sponsorship  and  write  thank  you  letters, 
appease  pharmacists  who  applied  too  late 
for  conversazione  invitations,  and  hopefully, 
to  help  make  it  all  come  right  on  the  night! 

Secretary  Dr  James  Chilton  has  been  a 
useful  and  willing  source  of  information  and 
guidance,  but  the  task  of  acting  as  secretary 
for  the  centenary  committee  was  delegated 
to  the  Executive's  assistant  secretary,  Dr 
Lindsay  Howden.  As  the  "new  boy"  in  York 
Place  he  was  very  swiftly  made  aware  of  the 
varied  nature  of  his  new  post! 

The  time  involved  has  been  consider- 
able but  centenary  meetings  have  often  been 
combined  with  other  meetings  in  Edinburgh 
to  reduce  both  cost  and  travelling  time  —  for 
me  the  return  trip  of  150  miles  is  as  nothing 
compared  to  the  time  and  cost  involved  in 
parking! 


Chairman  of  the  Society's  Scottish 
Department.

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The  Department  has  adopted  as  its  logo  this 
award  winning  drawing  by  Kevin  Gibbons 
of  the  front  door  of  36  York  Place.  Mr  Gibbons 
won  the  Royal  Bank  of  Scotland  Medal  for 
measured  drawings  of  Edinburgh's 
Georgian  new  town. 


The  report  of  the  Department  was 
presented  to  the  annual  meeting  in  York 
Place  on  June  13,  1984.  Henry  Howarth 
discussed  the  Working  Party  report  on 
"Pharmacy,  education  and  training",  and  the 
audience  highlighted  the  Scottish 
implications.  These  comments,  along  with 
those  of  the  education  subcommittee,  will  be 
presented  to  the  Executive  in  October  and 
form  the  basis  of  its  submissions  to  Council. 

At  the  Executive  meeting  that  evening  I 
was  elected  chairman,  Ian  Caldwell  was 
elected  vice-chairman  and  the  composition 
of  the  various  subcommittees  was 
determined.  Topics  on  the  agenda  included 


the  drug  testing  scheme,  nominations  to 
health  boards,  working  party  report  on 
"Pharmacy,  education  and  training",  post- 
graduate education  for  1984-85,  seminar  for 
postgraduate  tutors,  technical  education, 
Heriot  Watt  University,  nomination  to 
Statutory  Committee,  centenary  update, 
Macmorran  lecture,  evidence  to"Nuffield", 
Edinburgh  evening  meetings,  office 
computerisation  and  dates  of  the  October, 
January  and  April  Executive  meetings.  The 
Scottish  angle  was  debated  on  all  matters 
and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  8pm  to  a 
nearby  hotel! 

On  August  15  the  "MacGriffiths"  report 
on  the  organisation  of  the  NHS  was 
discussed  and  constructive  criticism  drafted. 
In  addition,  we  heard  of  further  problems  in 
the  drug  testing  scheme  and  considered 
various  alternatives. 

Royalty 

On  July  4,  at  the  height  of  the  heatwave,  my 
husband  and  I  attended  the  garden  party  in 
the  ground  of  Holyrood  House.  We  saw  the 
emerald  green  of  Her  Majesty  in  the 
distance,  but  saw  and  heard  Princess  Anne 
delighting  guests  with  interesting 
conversation.  It  was  a  very  colourful 
occasion  with  the  kilt  predommating  among 
the  men  despite,  or  perhaps  because  of  the 
heat.  And  we  met  several  pharmacists  and 
doctors  from  various  spheres. 

In  September  my  husband  and  I 
attended  the  BPC  at  Southampton.  I  am  well 
accustomed  to  the  privations  of  student 
accommodation  and  accept  these  as  norm 
for  this  week  of  the  year.  Douglass  suffered  in 
silence!  Yes,  I  could  have  been 
accommodated  in  a  hotel  but,  as  a  regular 
Conference  attender,  I  decided  not  to  alter 
my  previous  habits,  or  desert  my  friends! 

During  the  week  we  were  invited  to 
appear  on  "platform"  parties  and  attended 
all  the  main  receptions,  including  a 
presidential  luncheon  party.  I  concentrated 
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on  professional  and  practice  sessions  and 
managed  to  see  most  of  the  exhibition 
stands.  From  the  Conference  we  went  to 
Devon  and  spent  part  of  the  next  week 
sailing  on  a  catamaran  from  Plymouth  to  the 
Helford  River  where  we  were  storm  bound 
and  had  to  come  home,  in  ignominy,  by  car. 

Substitution 

During  this  week's  holiday  I  had  to  miss  two 
events.  Ian  Caldwell  deputised  at  the 
Pharmaceutical  General  Council's  dinner 
—  I'm  really  sorry  I  missed  that  one.  And  Dr 
Chilton  attended  the  pre-reg  tutor's  day  in 
London  along  with  Jim  Bunney  who  will  be 
tutor  for  the  day. 

Then  the  Aberdeen  Branch  invited  us  to 
their  reception  at  Provost  Skene's  house. 
This  was  a  very  well  attended  and  friendly 
affair  despite  a  fiendish  competition  and 
quiz  devised  by  Arthur  Williams  and 
George  Downie.  Much  interest  in  the 
forthcoming  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  was  being  shown,  it  looks  as 
though  Branch  participation  will  be 
excellent. 

The  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation 
invited  me  to  attend  their  annual  meeting 
and  Executive  Council  meeting.  This 
provided  a  useful  exchange  of  information. 

In  October  the  Scottish  Department 
offered  the  facilities  of  York  Place  to  Age 
Concern  (Scotland).  The  occasion  was  the 
launch  of  an  educational  tape/ slide  package 
on  "Older  people  and  their  medicines".  This 
was  pioneered  by  pharmacist  Arthur 
Williams  with  the  commentary  by  Magnus 
Magnusson.  Our  hospitality  for  this  day  was 
much  appreciated  and  the  whole  event  was 
a  valuable  "PR"  exercise. 

Eye-opening 

I  attended  the  three-day  PSGB  Council 
meeting  in  October,  including  the  Council 
reception  on  the  Monday,  and  the  dinner  on 
Tuesday.  This  proved  to  be  an  interesting, 
eye-opening  and  educational  visit.  It  is  a  pity 
more  Scottish  pharmacists  do  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  attend.  Council  meetings  are 
very  impressive  and  formal.  Committee 
meetings  are  well  attended  and  a  lot  of 
homework  is  done  by  Council  members. 

The  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the 
Executive  get  all  Council  papers  monthly.  I 
calculate  this  takes  me  two  evenings  to  read, 
digest  and  home  in  on  any  items  of 
particular  Scottish  interest.  Dr  Chilton 
attends  all  Council  meetings  and  represents 
our  interests  well. 

The  chairman  is  really  no  different  from 
other  members  of  the  Executive  —  as  you 
move  round  the  table  you  realise  you  are 
moving  closer  to  "that"  chair.  All  members 
work  hard  on  behalf  of  Scottish  pharmacists. 
It  is  rewarding,  interesting  and  even  fun  at 
times,  but  it  does  involve  a  high  level  of 
committment. 


A  peek  inside 
the  PSGB 
Scottish 
Department's 
House' 


The  imposing  doorway  of  36  York  Place.  Edin- 
burgh, headquarters  of  the  Scottish  Department  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  since 

1884  (known  as  North  British  Branch  until  1948). 
After  moving  in  and  out  of  some  eight  or  nine  dif- 
ferent premises  in  Edinburgh  during  their  first  30 
years  the  then  Council  of  the  Branch  purchased 
their  present  "House"  one  hundred  years  ago  at  a 
cost  of  £1.900.  The  four-storey  building  with  its 
basement  and  sub-basement  is  part  of  the  "New 
Town"  of  Edinburgh,  and  was  built  around  1800. 
The  ground  floor  was  converted  into  a  library  and 
museum  after  purchase  while  the  two  rooms  on  the 
first  floor  were  used  for  examinations.  The  upper 
floors  in  later  years  were  to  be  occupied  by  various 
resident  secretaries  of  the  Council  (later  Executive 
from  1886).  The  annual  report  of  Council  in  April 

1885  notes  that  1,437  visitors  came  to  the  Scottish 
Society's  headquarters;  that  the  library  lent  240 
books;  that  27  new  members  joined  the  branch, 
and  that  some  393  candidates  were  examined  in 
various  subjects. 


The  office  of  the  present  secretary.  Dr  lames 
Chilton,  is  on  the  ground  floor  and  looks  out  over 
the  roof  of  the  main  hall  at  the  rear  of  36  York  Place, 
towards  the  Firth  of  Forth.  Originally  this  room 
housed  the  library.  This  office  and  the  main  ad- 
ministrative office  at  the  front  of  the  building  have 
just  been  redecorated  in  the  colour  scheme  likely 
to  have  been  used  in  the  building  of  1884  (the  cur- 
tains had  yet  to  be  rehung  when  this  picture  was 
taken).  Dr  Chilton  was  appointed  in  1972.  He  is  on- 
ly seventh  pharmacist  to  have  held  the  position 
and  additionally  acts  as  assistant  secretary  to  the 
Commonwealth  Association  and  as  secretary  to 
the  Manpower  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council. 
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The  entrance  hall  to  the  House  with  the  staircase 
leading  down  to  the  main  hall  and  laboratories. 
The  laboratories  were  used  up  to  1964  for  the 
various  examinations  conducted  by  the  Society  in 
Scotland.  Head  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory. 
Walter  Lund,  remembers  taking  his  examinations 
here  in  1951  and  a  long  subterranean  corridor,  lin- 
ed with  pegs  for  the  coats  of  the  candidates,  along 
the  side  of  the  hall.  He  recalls  that,  at  one  time, 
candidates  could  only  enter  and  leave  36  York 
Place  by  the  rear  entrance,  the  front  door  being 
reserved  for  the  use  of  members.  Back  in  1884.  161 
candidates  were  examined  by  the  Society  on  the 
"Major  and  Minor"  syllabuses.  The  last  practical 
examinations  were  held  in  the  Society's 
laboratories  in  York  Place  in  luly  1964  following 
changes  in  regulations  brought  about  by  the  Rob- 
bins  report  on  Higher  Education.  Over  the  years 
the  number  of  candidates  examined  in  Scotland 
rose  to  a  peak  in  the  1930s:  1884.  161: 1892.  324;  1902. 
487;  1913.  237: 1923.  828;  1934.  1,312;  1943.  584;  1953. 
482  and  1963,  102. 


The  library  at  36  York  Place  is  now  on  the  first  floor 
having  been  moved  there  from  its  original  position 
on  the  ground.  It  is  noted  for  its  collection  of  anti- 
quarian books  and  early  herbals.  The  number  of 
books  lent  annually  has  fluctuated  over  the  years. 
As  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  various  annual 
meetings  the  number  of  books  lent  were:  1884-85. 
240;  1913-14,  790;  1935-35,  3,304:  1953-54,  2,071; 
1963-64.  315;  1973-74.  621  and  1983-84,  901.  It  now 
houses  some  3.000  volumes. 


The  Executive  of  the  Scottish  Department  holds 
quarterly  meetings  in  this  boardroom.  The  number 
of  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  resident 
in  Scotland  has  grown  steadily  over  the  years 
since  36  York  Place  was  purchased  in  1884.  These 
members  can  elect  18  from  their  number  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive (six  of  these  members  retire  each  year  in 
rotation).  The  president  and  vice-president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  are  also  members  of  this 
Executive  while  Council  members  resident  in 
Scotland  are  ex  officio  members.  In  1884-5  there 
were  just  272  members;  1913-14  the  number  has 
risen  to  906  and.  ten  years  later.  1.410.  By  1938 
there  were  2.818  members  and  3.075  by  1944.  But 
ten  years  later  numbers  had  begun  to  fall,  a  trend 
which  has  been  reversed  only  in  recent  years: 
1954,2.937;  1964.2.801.  1974.  2.836  and  1983.3,000. 
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An  aspect  of  the  Victorian  pharmacy  museum  in 
the  basement  ol  36  York  Place.  The  fixtures  and  fit- 
tings came  from  the  pharmacy  of  Charles  Drum- 
mond,  in  Edinburgh's  Grassmarket.  which  closed 
down  in  1960.  During  the  centenary  week.  Mr 
lames  Henderson,  a  member  of  the  Executive  and  a 
former  chairman,  will  demonstrate  traditional 
dispensing  skills  of  a  century  ago  in  the  pharmacy. 
He  will  be  dressed  in  period  costume  and  will 
dispense  from  old  prescriptions  and  recipes  using 
bottles,  balances,  pill  and  cachet  machines,  and 
other  equipment  of  the  period.  Packaging  will  be 
of  the  right  vintage  too  with  old  pill  boxes,  oint- 
ment jars.  etc.  being  wrapped  in  white  demi  and 
sealed  with  red  wax.  Other  displays  will  include  a 
"then  and  now"  study  of  six  disease  states  and  the 
differing  therapies  available  to  treat  them;  a  phar- 
macognostical  sample  puzzle,  and  two  examina- 
tion benches  of  the  period  set  up  by  Dr  Gordon 
Smail  and  Dr  Alan  Comrie  of  Strathclyde  Universi- 
ty to  demonstrate  analyses  set  in  examinations  of 
the  time  using  near-1884  equipment  and 
chemicals. 


The  Society's  Pharmaceutics  Laboratory  has  been 
located  in  Edinburgh  since  1963-4  and  is  run  by 
pharmacist  Walter  Lund  (also  acting  head  of  MTL). 
It  is  in  38  York  Place,  bought  in  1950  when  addi- 
tional laboratory  space  in  which  to  examine  can- 
didates in  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Examina- 
tion was  required.  Its  essential  purpose  was  to  sup- 
port Council  in  the  pharmaceutical  aspects  of 
publishing  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  to 
test  pharmaceutical  packaging  and  to  provide  a 
technical  information  service,  theoretical  and 
practical,  for  the  membership.  The  laboratory  is 
still  involved  in  work  on  pharmaceutical  publica- 
tions, still  tests  packaging  and  still  supplies 
technical  information,  although  other  drug  infor- 
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mation  services  have  now  been  set  up  around  the 
country.  Before  1963  it  was  a  zoological  laboratory 
(there  was  also  an  adjoining  physiology 
laboratory  and  an  aseptics  laboratory)  converted 
out  of  what  had  been  a  dance  hall.  Back  in  1924  Ex- 
ecutive noted  in  its  minutes  that  it  would  not  op- 
pose the  lease  of  the  hall  at  38  York  Place  by  one 
George  Dickson,  dancing  master,  for  use  as  a  dan- 
cing school  provided:  "a  band  limited  to  not  more 
than  four  persons  and  eliminating  the  large  jazz 
drum  was  adhered  to.  and  provided  the  hall  was 
closed  not  later  than  10pm  on  ordinary  nights  and 
midnight  or  lam  on  special  nights." 


'Of-    o  -  c 
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The  present  meeting  hall  dates  from  1894.  Just 
eight  years  after  Council  purchased  36  York  Place 
the  general  purposes  committee  noted  in  1892: 
"There  is  not  sufficient  space  in  the  present 
laboratory  for  satisfactorily  conducting  both  the 
Practical  Chemistry,  the  Practical  Pharmacy  and 
Dispensing  examinations  at  the  same  time.  Coun- 
cil should  consider  the  question  of  providing  more 
ample  space  as  soon  as  possible."  It  did!  Council 
decided  to  build  a  hall  in  the  garden  at  the  rear  of 
the  property  with  a  chemistry  laboratory  and 
dispensary  behind  it.  Tenders  were  put  out  and  by 
November  1893,  accepted.  Building  work  cost 
around  £1.600  (see  copy  of  minute  book)  and  fix- 
tures and  fittings  a  further  £650.  The  new  exten- 
sions were  opened  on  November  30,  1894  with  a 
reception  and  conversazione.  Over  the  years  many 
of  the  evening  scientific  meetings,  for  which  the 
Scottish  Department  has  become  so  well  known, 
have  been  held  in  the  hall  —  usually  four  or  five  a 


year,  and  now  in  their  133rd  year.  The  hall  has  sur- 
vived intact  but  the  laboratory  and  dispensary 
were  converted  for  use.  first  as  the  Scottish  Drug 
Testing  Laboratory  in  1963-64,  after  their  use  for 
Society  examinations  had  ceased,  and  then,  in 
1973.  to  chemistry  laboratories  for  use  as  the 
Medicines  Testing  Laboratory.  The  Society  runs  the 
MTL  under  contract  to  the  Department  of  Health  to 
test  medicines  under  the  Medicines  Act.  In  fact 
MTL  has  several  laboratories  at  the  rear  of  the  ad- 
joining properties.  34  and  38  York  Place,  both  of 
which  are  owned  by  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the 
PSGB.  Although  situated  in  old  premises  all 
buildings  have  been  modified  to  meet  the  highest 
current  laboratory  standards  and  are  equipped 
with  the  very  latest  scientific  instruments.  The 
laboratories  are  accredited  under  the  National 
Testing  Laboratories  Accreditation  Service 
(NATLAS),

I  would  like  to  give  Sant's  views  on 
"parallel  importing"  and  its  impact  on  full- 
line  distributors'  profitability  and  on  the 
well  known  "creaming  effect,"as  well  as  on 
the  tremendous  increase  in  productivity  of 
our  industry,  albeit  for  dangerously  low 
returns  on  capital  employed. 

This  last  point  was  highlighted  in  a 
recently  published  survey  by  the  London 
firm  of  stockbrokers,  Phillips  and  Drew 
(C&D  September  29,  p580).  Apart  from 
the  demise  of  many  parallel  import  firms, 
our  interpretation  differs  from  theirs  in  that 
we  believe  the  largest  number  of  depot 
closures  will  be  by  the  three  multi-depot 
(more  than  six  branches)  companies 
seeking  to  achieve  the  efficiencies  of  scale 
already  made  by  the  fourth  multi-depot 
organisation. 

There  will,  inevitably,  be  some 
operating  more  than  one  depot.  Some 
firms,  including  one  or  more  of  the  multi- 


depot  companies,  will  probably  pull  out  of 
pharmaceutical  distribution  altogether 
because  of  the  poor  short  and  medium 
term  prospects. 

Our  strongly  held  view  is  that  the 
efficient  well  run  regional  distributor  will 
have  an  increasingly  important  part  to  play 
in  maintaining  competitive  full-line 
distribution  without  which  patient  services 
will  undoubtedly  deteriorate.  We  know  our 
regions,  our  customers  and  their  problems 
at  first  hand  and  that  is  why  we,  given  the 
organisation  and  the  support  of  our 
customers,  will  survive  and  grow.

Hanging  on  to 
discounts  

Mr  Hanger's  comments  {C&D,  October  20, 
p732)  are  sequels  to  numerous  letters 
which  he  has  written  to  Mr  Peter  Dodd  in 
the  past  few  weeks.  All  the  points  which 


have  been  raised  were,  of  course,  fully 
answered  in  Mr  Dodd's  replies. 

However,  the  situation  regarding 
"small  account"  shareholders  may  need 
further  amplification.  These  small 
accounts  can  be  divided  into  two 
categories:. 

(a)  Those  who  by  choice  give  the  majority 
of  their  purchases  to  another  wholesaler. 

(b)  Those,  very  few,  pharmacies  that 
genuinely  cannot  reach  the  qualifying 
level  of  purchases. 

Pharmacies  clasified  under  (a)  can 
have  no  complaint  against  the  scheme 
because  they  have  freely  made  their  own 
decision.  Their  accounts  are  barely 
profitable  to  Unichem  and  they  have  made 
no  significant  contribution  to  our  reserves. 

Pharmacies  classified  under  (b)  above 
need  to  be  considered  far  more  carefully. 
Those  in  rural  areas  have  usually  chosen 
their  location  for  reasons  other  than 
commercialism  and  these  often 
compensate  them  for  any  cash  loss.  In  any 
case  it  is  to  their  advantage  that  we  should 
increase  Unichem  membership  to  improve 
our  standard  profit  share  arrangements.

On  the  other  hand,  any  pharmacy  in 
an  urban  area  which  truly  cannot  spend 
£6,000  per  month,  in  total  purchases,  with 
its  principal  wholesaler,  is  in  a  very 
difficult  situation.  The  best  financial 
advice  for  such  a  proprietor  would  almost 
certainly  be  to  dispose  of  his  business, 
because  it  is  a  wasting  asset. 

The  remainder  of  Mr  Hanger's  points 
need  little  comment  from  me  because  the 
answers  are  self-evident.  No  wholesaler 
could  overcharge  and  survive  in  our  ultra- 
competitive  industry,  let  alone  show 
Unichem's  sustained  growth.  As  to  the 
legaihty  of  the  scheme,  it  seems  patently 
obvious,  that  as  we  have  access  to  top  legal 
advice,  we  are  more  likely  to  be  correct 
than  Mr  Hanger.

Xrayser  made  some  points  worthy  of 
comment  in  C&D,  October  13. 

It  is  currently  being  proposed  by  the 
DHSS  that  any  purchases  of 
pharmaceuticals  made  by  the  pharmacist 
at  a  discount  from  trade  price  of  less  than 
14  per  cent  will  not  require  prescription 
endorsement  and  will  be  reimbursed  at  the 
standard  rates:  this  leaves  a  gap  of  some  6 
per  cent  between  that  figure  and  the 
discounts  available,  at  the  top  of  the  scale, 


from  wholesalers.  If  the  figure  of  14  per 
cent  is  not  modified  downwards  to  a 
substantial  degree,  even  more  business 
will  move  from  the  bona  lida  wholesaler 
towards  the  parallel  importer. 

Faced  with  that  situation,  it  would 
appear  inevitable  that  the  wholesaler 
would  be  forced,  willy-nilly,  into  the 
import  area.  It  would  not  be  done  to 
improve  profitability,  but  merely  to  retain 
his  existing  business  already  severely 
eroded  by  imports. 

In  his  second  paragraph,  Xrayser 
seems  to  be  under  the  impression  that  co- 
operatives give  back  all  their  net  profit  to 
their  members:  this  is,  of  course,  quite 
incorrect.  Co-operatives  are  under  the 
same  financial  constraints  as  any  other 
type  of  activity,  in  that  they  have  to  retain 
profit  in  order  to  finance  future  business. 
Unichem's  reserves  are  stated  to  be 
standing  at  £17m.  These  have  been 
created  from  retaining  profits,  which  have 
not  been  distributed  to  their  members. 

Finally,  perhaps  I  can  add  something 
to  the  remarks  made  by  David  Wright,  the 
managing  director  of  our  wholesale 
business,  on  which  Xrayser  has  also 
reported.  Leaving  aside  the  point  that  it 
may  be  considered  questionable  to 
propose  distributing  reserves  to  people 
other  than  those  who  have  created  them,  I 
think  that  Xrayser  may  be  somewhat 
euphoric  about  the  potential  pay-out  by 
Unichem  in  1989. 

Taking  Unichem's  own  figures,  if  the 
number  of  their  members  currently 


spending  more  than  £6,000  per  month  with 
them  remained  constant,  the  average 
payment  to  each  member  would,  it  is  true, 
be  £2,000  in  1989.  But  it  is,  of  course, 
Unichem's  intention  to  persuade  all  or 
most  of  their  4,500  members  to  achieve  that 
level  of  purchases.  If  that  were  achieved, 
the  average  payment  would  reduce  to 
around  £1,000. 

But  there  is,  ol  course,  more  to  it  than 
that.  The  greater  a  customer's  purchases 
are  during  the  qualifying  period,  the 
greater  will  be  his  share  of  the  £4m  on 
offer.  This  could  mean,  in  practice,  that  a 
small  pharmacy  could  give  Unichem  total 
support,  but  end  up,  m  1989,  receiving 
quite  a  paltry  sum,  while  much  larger 
businesses  (or  multiple  groups)  directing  a 
much  lower  proportion  of  their  business 
towards  Unichem,  could  get  a  much 
greater  hand-out.  To  add  insult  to  injury, 
these  latter  businesses  may  not  even,  at  the 
moment,  be  Unichem  members,  and  will 
not  have  contributed  towards  the  nest-egg.

Wholesalers  call  for 
two-tier  licence  scheme.. 


The  National  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Distributors  wants 
a  two-tier  licence  scheme  for  full  and  short-line  wholesalers  — 
incorporating  both  an  agreed  code  of  practice  and  inspection 
procedures.  Manufacturers,  it  says,  should  recognise  such  a 
scheme  by  paying  two  separate  levels  of  discount. 


The  NAPD,  which  represents  nearly  all 
full-line  wholesalers,  says  the 
pharmaceutical  distribution  system  is 
threatened.  Its  members  have  closed 
almost  half  their  depots  in  four  years. 
Numbers  are  down  from  around  200  then 
to  110  today.  And  one  member  says  full- 
line  wholesalers  now  distribute  only  75  per 
cent  of  UK  script  medicines. 

Last  week  NAPD's  commercial  affairs 
committee  met  with  Health  Minister 
Kenneth  Clarke  to  set  out  the  case  for  the 
full-line  wholesaling  of  pharmaceuticals, 
its  own  unique  role  in  distribution,  and  the 
impossibility  of  replacing  the  system 
should  it  be  destroyed. 

Its  members  are  carrying  the  costs  of 
stocking  12,000  ethicals,  of  maintaining 
cold  rooms  and  stores  for  inflammables 
and  for  Controlled  Drugs,  without  any 
tangible  benefits.  The  NAPD  says  a  two- 
tier  licence  system  for  full-line  and  short- 
line  wholesalers  with  two  levels  of  discount 
from  manufacturers  would  redress  the 
balance.  And  a  code  of  practice  for 
wholesalers  —  complete  with  sanctions  for 
offenders  —  would  bring  further  benefits. 

Parallel  importing  is  affecting 
established  wholesalers,  NAPD  says,  but  it 
is  unable  to  quantify  the  damage. 

Only  the  efficiency  of  NAPD  members 
has  enabled  them  to  maintain  service 
levels  to  pharmacists  and  therefore  to 
patients,  it  says.  But  the  benefits  of 
computerisation  had  now  been  realised, 
and  wholesalers  profit  levels  were  down  to 
the  point  where  pharmacists  would  have  to 
trade  off  price  against  service. 

The  NAPD  says  it  understands  the 
Government  will  not  now  reduce 
wholesalers'  margins  from  the 
manufacturer.  The  DHSS  had  carried  out 
a  sample  survey  of  wholesalers  to  check 
margins,  profitability  and  so  on.  The 
NAPD  had  also  commissioned  Deloitte, 
Haskms  and  Sells  to  undertake  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  all  its  members. 
The  results  of  both  surveys  had  shown  a 
reduction  in  wholesale  margins  so  as  to 
eliminate  contractors'  discounts  was  not 
feasible  because  of  "various 
complexities" . 

But  the  NAPD  accepted  the  need  to  be 
realistic.  The  Government  was  intent  on 
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cutting  drug  costs.  NAPD  could  not 
expect  an  increase  in  its  margins  while  its 
members  gave  discounts,  but  neither 
could  members  cut  discounts  without 
repercussions.  Somehow  manufacturers, 
wholesalers  and  Government  had  to 
ensure  that  a  full  range  of  pharmaceutical 
products  were  available  to  the  patient. 


..  and  fair  terms 

The  NAPD  also  says  not  all 
manufacturers  are  giving 
wholesalers  the  margins  and 
settlement  period  recognised  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Price  Regulation 
Scheme. 

"The  wholesalers'  situation  would  be 
improved  if  all  manufacturers  gave  them 
the  recognised  PPRS  terms",  it  says. 

Under  the  PPRS,  wholesalers  should 
get  \2Vz  per  cent  discount  basic  NHS 
price  for  settlement  by  the  last  day  of  the 
month  following  invoice.  Neither  discount 
rate  nor  settlement  period  is  being 
observed  by  all  manufacturers,  but  NAPD 
says  no  particular  wholesaler  is  being 
discriminated  against. 


PATA  loss  of

Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  lost  £3.261  in  1983. 

Income  from  subscriptions  and 
donations  reached  £53,225  (1982: 
£56,790),  while  expenditure  was  £56,486 
(£47,158). 

The  council,  headed  by  Vestric 
managing  director  Peter  Worlmg  as 
president,  report  an  active  and  successful 
year.  The  number  of  price-cutting  cases 
investigated  was  50  per  cent  up  on  the 
previous  year. 

"The  active  help  of  community 
pharmacists  in  reporting  price-cutting 
fundamental  to  the  maintenance  of  RPM 
on  medicines"  they  say. 

Numbers  of  both  manufacturer  and 
wholesaler  members  remain  unchanged. 


Nicholas  battle 
hotting  up 

Reckitt  &  Colman's  takeover  bid  for 
Nicholas  Kiwi  began  to  hot  up  last 
week  with  a  Reckitt  raid  on  the 
Australian  stock  market. 

Reckitts,  who  were  paying  A$4.20  ex  a 
recent  scrip  issue,  initially  stopped  buying 
Nicholas  shares  when  their  holding 
reached  14.9  per  cent  —  the  maximum 
obtainable  without  involving  Australia's 
Foreign  Investment  Review  Board. 

FIRB,  however,  later  confirmed  that  a 
full  bid,  through  R&C's  Australian 
subsidiary,  could  go  ahead.  This  freed 
Reckitt  to  go  on  buying  Nicholas  stocks  on 
the  open  market,  and  the  company  have 
since  topped-up  their  holding  to  17  per 
cent. 

Consolidated  Foods  —  whose  A$289m 
partial  bid  has  been  agreed-to  by  the 
Nicholas  board  —  say  their  offer,  taking 
the  scrip  issue  into  account,  is  worth 
around  A$5  a  share.  Reckitt  dispute  this, 
putting  the  figure  closer  to  A$4.70,  and 
say  their  latest  improved  offer  has  an 
adjusted  value  of  A$5.02  per  share  — 
Making  Nicholas  worth  around  £257m. 
Consolidated  Foods  have  also  been  active 
in  the  market,  increasing  their  share  in 
Nicholas  to  somewhere  between  7  and  8 
per  cent. 

Nicholas  Kiwi  have  an  extraordinary 
general  meeting  for  shareholders  to 
discuss  the  bids  on  October  31. 

OFT  discounts 
probe  underway 

Tissues,  toothpaste  and  headache 
remedies  are  among  20  product 
groups  being  surveyed  by  the 
Office  of  Fair  Trading  for  their 
investigation  into  discriminatory 
discounting.
